If everyone does something we can do something great! 

Isn’t this a great line? On last Monday evening the parishes in our 
Diocese gathered at Terra Sancta to give a report regarding the status 
of the We Walk by Faith special appeal. In an article in the June issue 
of West River Catholic, it was reported that OLBH had raised $17,370 
for Terra Sancta, which was 5.8% of the $300,000 parish goal. By 
Monday night, June 28, we had raised $147,025 from 68 families, 
which is 49% of our parish goal. Overall, the diocese has raised 10.8 
million of the 12.5 million needed. At Monday’s gathering, each parish 
was supposed to do a parish cheer and of course our parish won the 
prize! However, we were the only parish that gave it a shot. Our cheer 
was very simple: We formed a train that wove around the dining room 
tables saying “CHOO, CHOO, CHOO, YES LORD WE DO BELIEVE!”

This line came to the forefront as I learned of a young woman from our 
parish who recently graduated from college and moved to another 
state—yet she still felt called to make a pledge for Terra Sancta. I 
emailed Cathy Sass to ask her what motivated her to do such a thing. 
Here’s what she had to say: 

As many of you know , in May I graduated from college 
and moved to Kansas. Even though I am no longer in the 
Diocese of Rapid City, I have decided to contribute a 
portion of my monthly salary to the We Walk by Faith 
Special Appeal Fr. Mark asked me to write about why I 
made this choice. The short answer is because it’s the 
right thing to do. I have received so much from the 
Diocese of Rapid City: Region VIII Leadership Camp , 
confirmation retreats , and great opportunities for service. 
Through campus ministry at SDSM&T, I met some of my 
best friends. Why wouldn’t I support an initiative that 
can provide all of this and more to the people of Western 
South Dakota? My monthly gift is modest, to say the 
least, but every bit helps. Thank you. - Cathy Sass
